in his arms. 
Wlien the boy w a s revived on the pavement he cried 
for his crutch. 


"Well, a fellow like you isn't much sood without a crutch," said 
the policeman.

Pushing a number of firemen aside Halsemacher ran up the 
stairs through a blinding smoke and after searching through sev- 
eral rooms tliat wei-e ablaze h e found the crutch.

Washington, Jan. 22.—Blue sky laws 
of three states—Ohio, South Dakota and 
Michigan—designed 
to 
curb 
sale of 
fraudulent securities, were today upheld 
as constitutional by the supreme court. 


The courts held that "authority, exer- 
ci.se(l is not in excess of the state's police 
powers" and that the law is not a bur- 
den upon interstate commerce in 
the 
sale of bonds and stocks. 


Blue sky laws, enactcd first in Kansas, 
in 1911 with the purpose of protecting» 
credulous investors 
against 
sales 
of 
worthless stocks and bonds, have been 
copied in some measure in more than half 
the states of the Union. 
Twenty-six 
states are said to have laws embracing 
the fundamental principle of endeavor- 
ing, by constitutional methods, to prevent 
sales 
of 
"get-rich-quick" 
or 
"fly-bj- 
night" securities. 


Knocked pr-t in Lower Courts. 


Three cases' ..rought before the 
sa- 
prenic court and argued together in Oc- 
tober. 1916, concerned the constitutiQn-• 
ality of the. blue sky laws of Ohio,Soutli 
Dakota and Michigan. 
All had been held 
unconstitutional by lower .federal courts 
and tlieir enforcement by state officials 
was enjoined while the officials appealed. 
The origi?ial Ohio la w of 1913 was amend* 
ed February 6, 1914, by the state legis-. 
lature to meet alleged defects of the 
Sontii Dakota and Micliigan laws. .The 
South Dakota law of March 15, 1915, and 
the Michigan law of April 9, 1915,.re- 
pea ling the old 1913 act which had been 
held void, were sub.stautially patterned 
after tho "model" blue sky law drawn 
hy a committee of the National Associa- 
tion of Attorneys General followuig. it» 
191t convention.

present war a struggle for a just and 
secure peace or only for a new balance 
o j power? 
If it be only a struggle for 
a new balance of power, who will guar- 
antee, who can guarantee, the stable 
equilibrium of the new arrangément? 
Only a tranquil Europe con be a sta- 
ble Europe. 
There must be, not a 
balance of power, but a 
community 
of power; not organized rivalries, but 
an organized common peace. 


"Fortunately we have received very 
explicit assurances on this point. 
The 
statements of both of the groups of na- 
tions now arrayed against one another 
have said, in terms that could not be 
misinterpreted, that it was no part of 
the purpose that they had in mind to 
crush their antagonists.

plications of these assurances may not 
be equally clear to all—may not be the 
same on both sides of the water.

and I feel confident htat I have said 
what the people of the United States 
would wish me to say.

Fulfillment of Ideal. 


"And in holding out the expectation

terms a.s I liave named, I .speak with the 
greater boldness and confidence because 
it is clear to every man who can think, 
that there is in this promise no breach 
in either our traditions or our policy as 
a nation, but a fuliilhncnt rathft% of all 
that we liave professed or striven for. 


"I am proposing, as it were, that the 
nations should with one accord adopt 
the doctrine of President Monroe as tlic

It need not be diffi- 
cult to define or to secure the freedom 
of the seas if the governments of the 
world sincerely desire to come to an 
agreement concerning it. 


lAmitation of Military.

"T am proposing government by the 
consent of the governed; that freedom 
of the seas which international con- 
ference after conference 
representa- 
tivs of the United States have urged 
with the eloquence of those who are 
the convinced disciples of liberty; and 
that moderation of armaments, which 
makes of armies and navies a power 
for order merely, not an instrument of 
aggression or of selfish violence. 


"These 
are 
American 
principles.

Opponents of a constitutional convention for Indiana make it 
¡very clear that they fear to trust the people; that any effort to re- 
V'rite the state's charter must inevitably'' be attended by a •vvild tur- 
moil,- the over-turning of governmental traditions and the adaptation 
of a hodge-podge of fads, hobbies and fantastic reforms that will do 
jio more than bring utter chaos to the state's basic law and finally end 
ill hopeless rejection. 
Doubtless much the same opinion prevailed 
among a large class of Indiana people when a similar proposition came 
up sixty years ago. 
We suspect there was then in many quarters a 
distrust of what might happen and a reluctance to take chances on 
v.iiat a convention might do. In all probability there were those who 
believed the document which had been in use since the state's admis- 
sion to the union in 1816 was plenty good enough, despite changed 
conditions and changed views of governmental affairs. Yet the new 
Constitution was written, and the people adopted it. It was manifest- 
ly a vast improvement over the earlier document, precisely as is a new 
constitution written in the light of present-day knowledge and pres- 
ent-day realization of the state's needs likely to be infinitely more ad- 
^iustable to new century demands. 


Grant if you will that every man with a hobby, every man with a 
new governmental theory and every man with a fantastic idea will be 
on hand to urge his particular passion on that body. 
Are we to as- 
sume that a level-headed body of Indiana citizens, conscious of a vast 
responsibility and realizing that they are writing for a future that 
may extend a hundred years, will be so weak and spineless that they 
will meekly acquiesce and incorjjorato into that draft all the fads and 
isms and freakish notions that may be brought before them? 
The 
Sentinel must decline to subscribe to any such chcap appraisement of 
the intelligence of Indiana citizemy as that. It is confident that when 
the i^eople address themselves to the task of selecting delegates to the 
constitutional convention they will do so Avith a full appreciation of the 
grade of capacity required for the job. It cannot conceive a constitu- 
tional convention made up of peanut politicians or of self-seeking men 
with particular axes to grind. It is admitted everywhere that consti- 
tutional revision is needed, and the futility of attempting to amend the 
present state charter has been repeatedly demonstrated. 
Practically 
all political parties and representative leaders of every party have 
come forward as sponsors for the constitutional convention. 
The op- 
portunity to secure revision is now at hand. 
It should not be allowed 
to pass. 


WHAT ARE WE GOING TO DO WITH OUR OLD 
MEN? KNOCK 'EM ON THE HEAD? 


The prospect is that within a very short time—perhaps during the 
present week—city authorities upon whom devolves the responsibility 
of selecting a location for the municipal auditorium will have reached 
a final decision, and their choice will be made public. They have been 
besieged by advocates of this location and remonstrants against that, 
and it is small wonder that the committee members find themselves 
halting between two opinions or between half a dozen opinions, for the 
matter of that. The fund available is not sufficient to permit excessive 
expenditure for a site, and yet located at a remote or inaccessiblc 
point, the auditorium will largely fail to measure up to the possibili- 
ties which have been dreamed for it. Let the committee give due con- 
sideration to every suggestion that has been made in behalf of-this site 
or of that, but in the last analysis it will be forced to make the decision 
on its own good judgment as to the present as well as on its vision of 
the demands the future will bring. 
The latter contingency is quite 
as vital as the former, for the auditorium must be expected to take 
care of Fort "Wayne's needs in this direction for a good many years 
to come. 


Word from Indianapolis is to the general effect that the legislature 
is this week going to get down to real business in the disposal of some 
of the matters before it. Doubtless we 're not all going to be complete- 
ly satisfied with what it does, either, but even adverse action will have 
its compensations in relieving the strain that comes from prolonged 
guessing at what's going to happen, with the odds always that ypu'll 
gaess wrong.

Blacksmiths, fitters, turners, mold- 
ers, patternmakers, boilermakers, get 
their best wages, as a rule, between 25 
and 45; engineers and iron and steel 
workers, between 24 and 40; carpen- 
ters, between 20 and 45; printers, be- 
tween 25 and 48.

45 he beghis to find it harder 
and 
harder to sell his labor, and ten years 
later he is in luck if he can sell it all. 


After that he is a derelict on the 
industrial ocean.

don't want him around because they 
think he Alls a place that might be 
filled by a sprightlier man. 


Supposing him not to be quite ready 
to die, what shall he do now?

San Francisco, Cal., Jan.

This is the startling announcement 
made by Dr. Guy S. Millberry, dean 
of the great public clinic at the Uni- 
versity of California College of Den- 
tistry here. 
The gospel of clean teeth 
is being spread throughout the city 
as a result of the work being done at 
this infirmary. 


"It is safe to say that fully 65 per 
cent, of all diseases can be attributed 
to neglected teeth in youth," said Dr. 
Millberry. "Quite naturally, that same 
percentage 
of suffering among 
hu- 
mans could be decreased, if not com- 
pletely eliminated, by the proper care 
of the teeth in the early years of life."

cai-eless serving of rich pies and cakes 
after a heavy dinner. 
Canned fruit 
.served with cake makes a supper or 
luncheon sweet which is unnecessarily 
expensive. 
Dishes made with tapioca 
or gelatin and canned fruit cost less 
than cake and furnish as much sugar 
as the ordinary per.son requires in his 
diet. 


Pineapple Tapioca. 


Soak one cupful pearl tapioca in 
enough cold water to cover; drain, add 
2 V^ cupfuls boiling water and cook in a 
double boiler until clear. 
Add one can 
of shredded pineapple, % teaspoonful 
salt, % cupful of sugar and turn into 
a well-buttered baking 
dish. 
Bake 
half an hour, and serve hot or cold, 
with or without cream or milk and 
sugar. 
Canned peaches or fresh sliced 
apples may be substituted for the pine- 
apple. 


Apricot Fluff. 


Press one cupful 
canned 
apricots 
through a sieve; add sugar if required: 
alloSv 
one 
tablespoonful 
granulated 
gelatin dissolved in one cupful" boiling 
water to each cupful of the fruit pulp; 
beat until the mlxtui-e begins to thick- 
en, add the beaten whites of two eggs, 
turn into a mold and serve with crean: 
and sugar. 


Pear Salad. 


Arrange halves of canned pears on 
beds of lettuce. 
Place walnut meats

present age as 
the 
culmination

worldly knowledge and as the "time of 
the end?" 


Are the days of great tribulations, 
mentioned in the Holy Book, now be- 
ginning? 


Can any particular significance be 
placed 
on the 
European 
war, 
the 
threat of a world conflict, on predicted 
industrial upheavals and the approach 
of natural phenomena as pointing to 
the final windup? 


Do the eclipses of the sun and moon, 
heralded for 1917 by scientists, mean 
anything extraordinai y ? 


"Yes," say the "End of the World" 
theorists. 
As one phase of their argu- 
ment, they point to Daniel 12:4, which 
I'eads: 


"But thou, O Daniel, shut up the 
words, sea] the book, even to the time 
of the end: many shall run to and fr ., 
and knowledge shall be increased." 


They interpret this as a meaning that 
the beginning of the end will coi:.o 
when learning, scientific advance, the 
development of travel and communi- 
cation have reached a high point of 
perfection. 


That time is now at hand these stu- 
dents declare. They mention the won- 
derful achievements of the past cen- 
tury which permit a greater movement 
of the peoples of the world than at any 
time in history. 
Many now "run to 
and fro." 


Prophecies of Increased 
learning, 
they maintain, have been fulfilled in 
this age of inventions such as the au- 
tomobile, the aeroplane and the varied 
other marvels of science. 


The Prophet of 
Bible Times 
Had 
'\'lsions of Many £vents and In- 
ventions of the Modern Age. 


The present horrors of Europe tend 
to bear out the biblical prophecy of 
dire events in the world and of the be- 
ginning of the end, they believe. 


The following scriptural 
passages 
are quoted on this point: 


"And ye shall hear of wars and ru- 
mors of war. 


"For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom: and 
there shall be famines, and pestilence 
and earthquakes. 


"All these are the beginning of sor- 
rows."—Alatthew: 6-8. 


The possibility ot a world struggle, 
increased troubles between labor and 
capital and the coming disturbances in 
the heavens, the-students argue, would 
Increase this "beginning of sorrows" 
and bear out the following: 


"For there shall be great tribula- 
tion, such as was not since the begm- 
njng of the world to that time, no, nor 
ever shall be. 


"Immediately after the 
tribulation 
of those days shall the sun be darkened, 
and the moon shall not give her light, 
and the stars shall fall from heaven, 
and the powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken."—Matthew 24:21 and 29. 


Science has come to the aid of the 
students in regard to natural ph J- 
nomena. 
The naval observatory 
at 
Washington recently issued a memo- 
randum declaring that four eclipses 
of the sun and three of the moon will 
occur during 1917. This is the great- 
est number possible in a single year. 


This unusual fact Is considered espe- 
cially significant by those who believe 
that the world is entering the 
last 
stage. 


They say the Bible plainly points to 
the present as the age of advanced 
learning, as the beginning of great 
tribulations for mankind and as the 
"time of the end."

FORCED ARBITIiAlN 
lULDJHELD LEGAL 


Expert is Forced to Conclii- 
sion by Analysis of Past 
Rulings. 


New York, .7an. 22.—Tlie officers and 
members of the 
railroad 
brotherhoods 
who are relying on the courts to declare 
compulsory arbitration laws unconstitu- 
tional are doomed to certain disappoint- 
ment, in the opinion of Prof. Thomas I. 
Parkinson of Columbia university, who 
drafted the federal child labor law and 
is regarded as one of the leading Amer- 
ican authorities on constitutional ques- 
tions. 


Trade union officials including Samuel 
C4ompers and all the 'brotherhood chiefs, 
have repeatedly declared laws providing 
either for compulsory arbitration or for 
prohibition of strikes pending an inves- 
tigation would violate 
the 
thirteenth 
amendment, which prohibits involuntary 
servitude and would bo held unconsti- 
tutional by the supreme court. 


Prof. Parkinson, on the contrary, af- 
ter examination of the precedents, holds 
that the whole trend of the court's de- 
cisions makes it practically certain it 
would sustain either a compulsory ar- 
bitration or compulsory investigation act 
applying to employes of railroads. 


"The question," 
he 
says, 
"is not 
whether congress can compel men to re- 
main at work. The question is, CAN the 
state punish by fine and imprisonment 
a person who breaks his labor contract 
under circumstance.s that threaten in- 
terruption of a public service, involving 
danger to the lives or health of the peo- 
ple or serious inconvenience to the ordi- 
nary life of the community?" 


Prof. Parkinson shows by his analysis 
of cases that the shpreme court probably 
would hold that the fact that operation 
of railroads has been repeatedly^ held 
to be an act of public service would suf- 


fice to constitute such service an excep- 
tion to the thirteenth amendment, ana- 
lagous to the exception of soldiers and 
other public employes. 
Such employes 
cannot be held to be in a state of invol- 
imtary senitude, even though they are 
imprisoned for not performing service.

To cope with mutinies and uprisings 
the 
government 
began a 
policy of 
wholesale 
arrests. 
Anyone

whom the government entertained the 
slightevst suspicion was "interned." 


Special tribunals, consisting of three 
military officers in most cases, were in- 
stituted for the trial of "political of- 
fenses." No appeal was possible f r o m 
the decision of these 
courts.

The hardest hitters in baseball—the fel- 
lows who connect with the old pill and 
drive it 
the farthest—the 
real fence 
busters, prove that the laws of physics 
work out in baseball just as they do in 
a scientific laboratory. 


These sluggers, almost to a unit, are 
tall men with long arms and most of them 
use long bats. 


And the long hits result from the great 
leverage they get which cannot be at- 
tained by the player with short arms or 
the player who "chokes" up on his bat 
and pokes the ball, 
i 
The longest hitter is not necessarily the 
; leading batter, and at the present time 
it is remarkable that the most powerful 
hitters in the two big leagues are not even 
in the .300 class. 


'Walter Pipp was generally credited the 
heaviest hitter in the American league 
last year. 
He batted only .202, but )ie 
led the league in home 'runs and made 
many triples and doubles. 
All of hi.s 
drives were long and crashed to the out- 
field with remarkable speed and force. 


There may be many fans who question 
Pipp's right to be considered the heaviest 
swatter in the league. 
1 put the ques- 
tion up to Billy Evans, a great judge of 
batting, who told me he considered Pipp 
superior to either Sam Crawford or Joe 
Jackson on long drives. 


Pipp is a tall, long-armed man. 
Ho 
uses a 42-inch bat, the longest permitted 
by baseball rules, and when he meets the 
ball with a free swing there is a tre- 
mendous leverage behind the sphere. 


Crawford and Jackson are both long- 
armed. 
Both meet the ball with free 
swings and get the advantage of leverage. 


In the National league the hardest hit- 
ter perhaps is Fred Luderus of the Phila- 
delphia club, a .289 
batter last 
year, 
whose great reach, aided by the length oC 
his club, gives him tremendous hitting 
power. 


Heine Zimmerman, who uses a much 
lighter bat, and Cy Williams of Chicago, 
are also terrific hitters. 
Both are long- 
armed and use long bats. 


The leverage principle has always ap- 
plied in baseball. 


Perhaps the hardest hitter of all times 
was Ed Delehanty, wliose death fourteen 
years ago ended one of the most remark- 
able careers in baseball. 


Delehanty was 
a free, 
hard 
hitter, 
whose consistency with the club made hiui 
one of the moat feared men to pitchers 
and outfielders.

With about 3.000,000 automobiles and 
trucks in operation in the United .States 
more than a billion gallons of gasoline i.m 
being used annually to furnish power. 


That the production of gasoline in such 
large qxiantities is becoming more ard 
more difficult is being proved every year 
and is reflected in the Increasing cost of 
the product. 


For this reason engineers are turning in 
alcohol, the suit.-ibility of which is not 
questioned. 


The only thing that now stands in its 
way as a universal fuel is the cost due ti> 
the raw material.s now used and its lim- 
ited use as a fuel. 


The substitution of cheaper raw m.T- 
terials for the manufa*iture is assureii 
when, the Remand becomes great enough. 


Raw materials which may be used aro 
unlimited 
as 
anytl-wng 
that 
contain.; 
starch, cellulose or sugar can be utilized. 
This would include waste of the lumber 
industry which includes cellulose and tha 
waste from the sugar industry. 


Wastes from lumber camps from the 
forests and around paper mills which 
might be used to produce alcohol are now 
permitted, in many caseé. to rot or burn. 


It has been shown that a ton of dry 
sawdust will yield from 20 to 25 gallons 
of alcohol. 95 per cent pure, and from 
this source alone almost half a billion 
gallons could be manufactured annualh . 


The suitability of alcohol as a iJowe,- 
producer in internal combustion engines 
has been proved by a .series of tests con- 
ducted by the United States bureau of 
mines and the higher efficiency of alcohol 
compared to gasoline is due to the fol- 
lowing camuses: 


1. The A-alume of air required for com- 
plete combustion of alcohol is only about 
one-third that required by gasoline, and 
thus much less energy goes away in th« 
exhaust. 
Moreover, this smaller dilution 
with air enables a more perfect mixture 
to be former with consequent more per- 
fect combustion. 


2. . The alcohol-air 
mixture can bo 
safely subjected 
to pressures 
of 200 
pounds per square inch without spontane- 
ous ignition, whereas the safety limit for 
gasoline is 80. 


3. Xll mixtures of alcohol and air con- 
taining from 4 to 13.6 per cent of alcohol 
are explosive, 
whereas the 
explosive 
range for gasoline is from 2 to 5 per cent, 
necessitating much 
more careful car- 
buretor adjustment. 


4. The combustion products of alcohol 
are smokeless, almost odorless, and do 
not clog up the cylinders and valves. 


The only serious difficulty encountered 
would be the starting of the engine in 
cold weather and this could be provided 
for by carr>'ing a small auxiliary gasoline 
tank to be used in starting'.

Chicagro, Jan. 22.—A mite of a girl 
played today with a red yarn ball in 
her cot In the Cook county hospital, 
kicked her chubby legs, nodded her 
curly head and looked as Important 
as If she knew great physicians are 
observing her case, and thousands of 
mothers are waiting to learn If she 
can walk. 


Gertrude Slominskl, eigl\J, Is the 
little girl and the first person said to 
be cured of infantile paralysis by a 
new serum developed by Dr. John W. 
Nuzum, of Chicago. 


It is said that by culturing the spinal 
fluid of the patient, Dr. Nuzum can 
make a diagnosis within 
12 hours. 
The difficulty In diagnosing the dis- 
ease has been the greatest obstacle 
science has had to contend wlth-^-ln 
fights 
against this jdreadful disease 
which has cost thousands of young 
lives and left thousands of children 
crippled when their lives were not 
taken. 


Scientific men say that if Nr. Nuzum 
can make a diagnosis %vlthin 12 hours, 
he has advanced farther toward so- 
lution of the mysterious disease than 
any other physician. 


"Dr. Nuzum began the study of the 
baby plague last summer during those 
awful days of epidemic," Dr. Karl 
Meyer, co-worker with Dr. Nuzum, 
toJd me. 


"The serum from a healthy sheep 
and infantile paralysis germ were in- 
jected into a monkey on Dec. 8. 
The 
following day the monkey was ill with 
infantile paralysis. 
The third day the 
serum was injected in the spinal canal 
but the monkey died. 


"Another monkey was similarly in- 
oculated and became ill, but was given 
the serum immediately. 
He got well. 
This indicates the serum cures when 
fin early diagnosis is made, and the 
serum immediately administered. 


"To sccure the serum we are now 
using a healthy sheep which was made 
Immune by doses of the disease or- 
fianism given three days consecutive- 
ly; then abstaining seven days, and 
ugain repeating the doses in larger 
quantities for three consecutive days. 
This was continued for several days. 


"When the sheep was finally im- 
mune his blood was drawn off. 
It is 
this .sheep blood-serum that is injected 
in the veins and the spinal canal of 
the infantile paralysis patient. 


"This is the Nuzum 
serum 
with 
which we expect to greatly diminish, 
if not 
wholly 
vanquish 
childhood's 
terrible scourge." 


The medical directors of Cook coun- 
ty hospital have ordered several horses 
for laboratoi-y use, as they say the

LOW TO 
UXSS IN lAPAN 


Flowery Kingdom's Boom is 
Shown to Be Result 
of the War. 


Toiiio, Dec. 15.— (Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—The peace move 
of the central powers was followed in 
Japan by a sudden and general busi- 
ness depression, which showed to what 
extent the industrial boom 
in 
this 


country is the result of the war. 
En- 
terprises devoted to furnishing sup- 
plies to the entente allies and shipping 
shares was so affected that the whole 
market 
dropped 
and 
the 
directors 
closed the exchange for several days. 
Buyers on a margin were forced to 
abandon the market altogether and 
there were considerable unloading re- 
gardless of values. It is felt that many 
stocks under the war influence had 
reached a stage of inflation and invest- 
ors believe that after the atmosphere 
is cleared prices will return to a nor- 
mal stage. 


Addressing the metropolitan bank- 
ers, Premier Count Terauchi, referring 
to the German peace proposal, and to 
the temporary panic caused in eco- 
nomic circles, expressed the opinion 
that the present time is by no means 
opportune for the entente powers to 


conclude peace and that they would 
not lay aside arms and stop hostilities 
until they have attained their object. 
He continued: 
"The situation has fa- 
vored the comiTierce and industry of 
the empire. 
This will last till the ter- 
mination of tlie war, but in order to 
j secure a permanent guarantee of com- 
mercial and industrial prosperity, ef- 
forts must be made to consider meas- 
ures 
for 
post-bellum arrangements. 
Efforts must be made to enhance the 
credit of domestic manufacturers and 
to develop a permanent/market 
in 
foreign lands." 


The Japanese press was practically 
unanimous in the opinion that 
the 
peace proposition of the central pow- 
ers was not sincere and expressed the 
belief that it ha^ been forced on Ger- 
many by internteil conditions. 
Speak- 
ing of Japanese terms at a possible 


i peace conference, the newspapers de- 
I dared that .Tapan would never agree 
I to the return of Kiao-Chow to Ger- 
! many and to the restoration of a Ger- 
man naval base on the coast of China.

"Washington. Jan. 22.—Smash- 


ing another precedent which has 
existed since the days of Wash- 
ington, President Wilson appear- 
ed before the United States sen- 
ate today to discuss the part the 
United States shall take in the 
proposed international Inapie for 
the preservation of world peace. 


The president made emphatic 


his opinion that while America 
will not make the peace terms that 
will end the present struggle in 
-Europe, any covenant of peace 
that does not include the new 
world cannot be a dependable 
safeguard for the future. He 
urged that the United States de- 
clare its attitude on these matters 
low before it shall be too late. 


News that tho president had asked 


permission to address the senate caused 
a tremendous stir in Washington, es- 
pecially as'he had givrn no advance in- 
timation of tho character of his utter- 
ance, and the senate arranged to hear 
'lini at 1 o'clock. 


The President's Address. 


The president spoke as follows: 
"Gentlemen of the senate: "On the 


ISth of December last I addressed an 
Identic note to the governments of the 
nations now at war requesting them 
to state, more deffnttely than had yet 
been stated by cither group of bellig- 
erents, the terms upon which they 
would 
deem 
it possible 
to 
make 


peace. I spoke on behalf of huma- 
Ity and of the rights of all neutral na- 
tions like our own, many of whoso 
most vital interests the war puts in 
constant jeopardy. 


"The central powers united in a re- 


ply which stated merely that they 
were ready to meet their antagonists 
In conference to discuss peace. 


"Tho entente powers have replied 


much more definitely and have'stated. 
In general terms, 
indeed, 
but with 


sufficient deftniteness, 
to 
imply de- 


tails, what arrangements, guarantees 
arid acts of reparation which they 
deem to be the indispensable condi- 
tions of a satisfactory settlement. 


Hint Much Nearer. 


"We are that much nearer a definite 


discussion of the peace which shall 
end the 
present war. We are that 


much nearer tho discussion of tho in- 
ternational concert which must there- 
after hold the world at peace. 


"In every discussion of the peace 


that must end this war It is taken for 
granted that that peace must bo fol- 
lowed by some definite concert of 
power which will make It virtually 
Impossible that any such catastrophe 
should ever overwhelm us again. 
Every lover of mankind, every sane 
and thoughtful man must take, that 
for granted. 


. "I have sought .this opportunity to 
adarosn you because I thought thiVl 


vowed it to you as tho council asso- 
ciated with me in the final determin- 
ation of our international obligations 
to disclose to you without reserve the 
thought and purpose that have been 
taking form m my mind in regard to 
the duty of our government In these 
days to'comc. when it will be necessary 
to lay afresh and upon a new plan, 
the foundations of peace among the 
nations.

secure peace or only for a new balance 
of power? If it be only a struggle for 
a new balance of power, who will guar- 
antee, who can guarantee, the stable 
equilibrium of the new arrangement? 
Only a tranquil Kurope con be a sta- 
ble Europe. 
Thorn must be. not .1 


Via lance of power, but a community 
of power: not organized rivalries, but 
an organized common peace. 


"Fortunately we have received very 


explicit assurances on this point. Tlie 
statements of both of tho groups of na- 


i tions now arrayed against on« another 


j have said, in terms that could not lie 
| misinterpreted, that it was no part of 
the purpose that they had in mind to 
crush their antagonists. But the im- 
plications of these assurances may not 
be equally clear to all—may not be the 
same on both sides of the water. I 
think it will be serviceable if I attempt 
to set forth what we understand them 
to be. 


Peace Without Victory. 


"They imply first of all that it mtist 


be a peace without victory. Tt is not 
pleasant to say this. I beg that I may 


i be permitted to put my own interpro- 


j tation upon it and that it may bo un- 


derstood that no .other interpretation 


] was In my thoughts. I am seeking only 


I to face realities and to face them with-

Two principal points upon which the

I wish frankly to uncover re.-ili-1 same sense and with the same purpose 


ties. Any peace which does not rccoK- 
nlzo and accept this principle will in- 
evitably be upset. 
It will 
not rest 


upon the affections or the convictions 
of mankind. The foremost of spirit of 
whole populations will fight subtly 
and constantly against It. and nil the 
world will sympathize. The world can 
be at peace only if its life is stable and 
there can be no stability where the 
will is in rebellion, where there is not 
tra-nquility of spirit and a sense of 
justice, of freedom and of right, 
ternational practice hitherto sought 
every great people now struggling to- 
wards full 
development oC its re- 


resources, and of its powers, should 
be assured a direct outlet to the great 
highways of the sea. Where this can- 
not be done by the cession of terri- 
tory, it can, no doubt, be done by the 
neutralization of direct rights of way, 
under the general guarantee which 
will assure the peace itself. With a 
right comity of arrangement no na- 
tion need be kept away from free ac- 
cess to the open paths of the world's 
commerce. 


Seas Must Be Free. 


'And the paths of the sea must 


alike, in law and in fact, be free. The 
freedom of the seas is the sine qua non 
of peace, equality and co-operation. 
No doubt a somewhat radical recon- 
sideration of many of the rules of in- 
ternational practice hitherto sought 
to be established, may be necessary in 
order to make the seas indeed free 
and common in practically all cir- 
cumstances for the use of mankind, 
but the motive for such changes is 
convincing 
and 
compelling. There 


can be no trust or intimacy between 
the peoples of the world without 
them. The free, constant, unthreaten- 
ed Intercourse of nations is an essen- 
tial part of the process of peace and 
of development. It need not be diffi- 
cult to define or to secure the freedom 
of the seas if the governments of tho 
world sincerely aeslre to come to an 
agreement concerning it. 


Limitation of Military. 


"It is a problem closely connected 


with the limitation of naval arma- 
ments and the co-operation of the 
navies of the world in keeping the seas 
at once free and safe. 
And the ow 


tion of limiting naval 
armaments 


opens the wider and perhaps more 
Blfficult question of the limitation of 
armies and of all programs of military 
preparations. 
Difficult and delicate 


nil act in tho common interest and 
are free to live their own lives under 
a common protection. 


"I am proposing government by the 


consent of the governed; that freedom 
of the seas which international con- 
ference after conference representa- 
tivs of the United States have urged 
with the eloquence of those who are 
the convinced disciples of liberty: and 
that moderation of armaments, which 
makes of armies and navies a power 
for order merely, not an instrument of 
aggression or of selfish violence. 


"These are American 
principles. 


American policies. We can stand for 
no others. And they are also, the prin- 
ciples and policies of forward looking 
men and women everywhere, of every 
modern nation, of every enlightened 
community. They are the principles of 
mankind and must prevail." 


Vice President Marshall laid before 


the senate at 11 o'clock a letter from 
President Wilson, stating that he had 
an important communication relating 
to foreign affairs which he deemed it 
his duty'to lay before the senate'and 
which he would like to present in per- 
son. 


Hear Him at J O'Clock. 


The senate then adopted a resolu-

Opponents of a constitutional convention for Indiana make it 


yery clear that they fear to trust the people; that any effort to re- 
vrrite the state's charter must inevitably be attended by a wild tur- 
moil, the over-turning of governmental traditions and the adaptation, 
of a hodge-podge of fads, hobbies and fantastic reforms that will do 
no more than bring utter chaos to the state's basic law and finally end 
in hopeless rejection. Doubtless much the same opinion prevailed 
among a large class of Indiana people when a similar proposition came 
up sizty years ago. We suspect there was then in many quarters a 
distrust of what might happen and a reluctance to take Chances on 
•what a convention might do. In all probability there were those who 
believed the document which had been in use since the state's admis- 
sion to the union in 1816 was plenty good enough, despite changed 
conditions and changed views of governmental affairs. Yet the new 
teonstitution was written, and the people adopted it. It was manifest- 
ly a vast improvement over the earlier document, precisely as is a new 
constitution written in the light of present-day knowledge and pres- 
ent-day realization of the state's needs likely to be infinitely more ad- 
justable to new century demands. 


Grant if you will that every man with a hobby, every man with a 


tSw governmental theory and every man with a fantastic idea will be 
on hand to urge his particular passion on that body. Arc we to as- 
iUmc that a level-headed body of Indiana citizens, conscious of a vast 
responsibility and realizing that they arc writing for a future that 
may extend a hundred years, will be so weak and spineless that they 
will meekly acquiesce and incorporate into that draft all the fads and 
islps and freakish notions that may he brought, before them? The 
Sentinel must decline to subscribe to any such dioap appraisement of 
the intelligence of Indiana citizenry as that. It is confident that when 
the people address themselves to the task of si-looting delegates to the 
constitutional convention they will do so wit Ii a Cull appreciation of the 
grade of capacity required for the job. It cannot conceive a constitu- 
tional convention made up of peanut politicians or of self-seeking men 
with particular axes to grind. It is admitted, everywhere that consti- 
tutional revision is needed, and the futility of attempting to amend the 
present state charter has been repeatedly demonstrated. Practically 
all political parties and representative leaders of every party have 
come forward as sponsors for the constitutional convention. The op- 
portunity to secure-revision is now at hand. 
It should not be allowed 


to pass. 


The prospect is that within a very short time—perhaps during the 


present week—city authorities upon whom devolves the responsibility 
of selecting a location for the municipal auditorium will have reached 
a final decision, and. their choice will be made public. They have been 
besieged by advocates of this location and remonstrants against that, 
and it is small wonder that the committee members find themselves 
halting between two opinions or between half a dozen opinions, for the 
matter of that. The fund available is not sufficient to permit excessive"1 


.expenditure for a site, and yet located at a remote or inaccessible 
point, the auditorium will largely fail to measure up to the possibili- 
ties which have been dreamed for it. Let the committee give due con- 
sideration to -every suggestion that has been made in behalf of this site 
or of that, but in the last analysis it will be forced to make the decision 
on its own good judgment as to the p'resent as well as on its vision of 
the demands the future will bring. The latter contingency is quite 
us vital as the former, for the auditorium must be expected to take 
care of Fort Wayne's needs in this direction for a good many years 
to come. 


"Word from Indianapolis is to the general effect that the legislature 


is this week going to get down to real business in the disposal of some 
of the matters before it. Doubtless we're not all going to be complete- 
ly satisfied with what it does, either, but even adverse actions-will have 
its compensations in relieving the strain that comes from prolonged 
guessing at what's going to happen, with the odds always that you'll 
guess wrong.

cent, of all diseases can be attributed 
to neglected teeth in youth." said Dr. 
Millberry. "Quite naturally, that same 
percentage of suffering among hu- 
mans could be decreased, if not com- 
pletely eliminated, by the proper care 
of the teeth in the early years of life."

careless serving of rich pies and cakes 
after a heavy dinner. 
Canned fruit 


served with cake makes a supper or 
luncheon sweet, which is unnecessarily 
expensive. Dishes made with tapioca 
or gelatin and canned fruit cost less 
than cake and furnish as much sugar 
as the ordinary person requires in his 
diet. 


Pineapple Tapioca. 


Soak one cupful pearl tapioca in 


enough cold water to cover; drain. ad;l 
2 % cupfuls boiling water and cook in a 
double boiler until clear. Add one can 
of shredded pineapple, ',4 teaspoonful 
salt, ',4 cupful of sugar and turn into 
a well-buttered baking dish. 
Bake 


half an hour, and serve hot or cold, 
with or without cream or milk and 
sugar. Canned peaches or fresh sliced 
apples may be substituted for the pint- 
apple. 


Apricot Fluff. 


Press one cupful canned apricots 


through a sieve; add sugar If required; 
allow one tablespoonful 
granulated 


gelatin dissolved in one cupful boiling 
water to ea.ch cupful' of the fruit pulp; 
beat until the mixture begins to thick- 
en, add the beaten whiten of two cggn, 
turn into a mold and serve with cream 
and sugar. 


Pear Salad. 


Arrange halves oC canned pears on 


beds of lettuce. 
Place walnut meats 


or balls of cream cheese in the hollows 
of the pears. Serve with French dress- 
ing or a mayonnaise. Garnish with rib- 
bons of canned red peppers.

WOULD HID LEGAL 


Expert is Forced to Conclu- 


sion by Analysis of Past 


Rulings. 


New York, Jan. 22.—The officers «nd 


members of tho railroad 
brotherhoods 


who are relying on tho courts to declare 
compulsory arbitration laws unconstitu- 
tional are doomed to certain disappoint- 
ment, in the opinion of Prof. Thomas I. 
Parkinson of Columbia unrrersity, who 
drafted the federal child labor law and 
is regarded as one of tho leading Amer- 
ican, authorities on constitutional ques- 
tions. 


Trade union officials including Samuel 


Gompera and all the brotherhood chiefs, 
have repeatedly declared laws providing 
cither for compulsory arbitration or for 
prohibition of strikes pending an inves- 
tigation would violate the thirteenth 
'amendment, which prohibits involuntary 
servitude and would be held unconsti- 
tutional by the supreme court. 


Prof. Parkinson, on the contrary, af- 


ter examination of the precedents, holds, 
that the whole trend of the court's de- 
cisions makes it practically certain it 
would sustain cither a compulsory ar- 
bitration or compulsory investigation act 
applying to employes of railroads. 


"The question," 
he 
o»ys, 
"is not 


whether congress can compel men to re- 
main at work. The question is, CAN the 
state punish by fine and imprisonment 
a person who breaks his labor contract 
under circumstances that threaten in- 
terruption of a public service, involving 
danger to the lives or health of the peo- 
ple or serious inconvenience to the ordi- 
nary life of the community?" 


Ptof. Parkinson shows by his analysis 


of eases that the supreme court probably 
would hold that the fact that operation 
of railroads has been repeatedly held 
to be au act of public service would suf- 


fice to constitute euch service an excep- 
tion to tho thirteenth amendment, ana- 
tygous to the exception of soldiers and 
other public employes. Such employes 
cannot be held to be in a state of invol- 
untary servitude, even though they are 
imprisoned for not performing service.

however, justify anything in the 


nature of enlistment for a. fixed period 
in the service of a public utility, and en- 
forcement by criminal penalties of that 
service for the full period.

tion between a strike s:n4 individual quit- 
ting of work—the conception that the 
purpose of a strike is not to quit work 
permanently, but 
simply to 
utilize 


economic power in order to force the em- 
ployer to consent to resumption of serv- 
ice on better terms. 


Prof. Parkinson ig careful to empha- 


size that his opinion regarding tho con- 
stitutionality of such legislation has 110 
bearing whatever upon tho question of 
it* desirability.

Desperate Measures Taken 


by British to Quell 


Revolt in India. 


By HAM CHANOKA 


Editor of the JlindiLstan l>adar. • 
San Francisco. Cnl., Jon. 22.—Many 


prominent Hindus who left the United 
States at the beginning of the Kuro- 
penn war and returned to India to aid 
in the movement for the freedom from 
the tyranny of England have been 
hanged or doomed to life Imprisonment 
by the British authorities. 


'Great Britain is frantically trying to 


stem the tide of the Indian revolt. 
Thousands of liberty loving people in 
my native land have felt the clutch 
of the iron hand. 


After the Hindu people began :\ 


reign of terror to correspond with that 
of the government, some 400 men were 
sent to the gallows In less than a year, 
about 800 imprisoned for life at hard 
labor and some 10,000 interned by di- 
rect executive order, without any ju- 
dicial procedure whatever. 


To cope, with mutinies and uprisings 


t.he 
government began a policy of 


wholesale arrests. 
Anyone towa -de 


whom the government entertained the 
slightest suspicion was "interned." 


Special tribunals, consisting of three 


military officers In most cases, were in- 
stituted for the trial of "political of- 
fenses." No appeal was possible from 
the' decision of these courts. 
They 


have been busy. 


Among the prominent Hindus from 


the United States who went down un- 
der punishment were: 
Kartar Singh, Hindu aviator, who 


learned aviation In New Tork. He was 
hanged.

and "Is reflected In the Increasing cost of 
tho product., 


For this reason engineers are turning to 


alcohol, the suitability of which is not 
questioned. 


The only thing that now stands in its 


way as a universal fuel is the cost due to 
:he raw materials now used and Its Hin- 
ted use as a fuel. 


The substitution of cheaper raw mn- • 


terials for the manufacture is assured 
vhen the demand becomes great enough,

starch, cellulose or sugar can be utilized. 
This would Include waste of the lumber 
ndustry which includes cellulose and tlia 
waste from tho sugar industry. 


Wastes from lumber camps from th« 


forests and around paper mills whlcl* 
might be used to produce alcohol arc now 
permitted, in many cases, to rot or burn. 


It has been shown that a ton of dry 


sawdust will yield from 20 to 25 gallon.-* 
of alcohol, 05 per cent pure, and from 
this source alone almost half a billion 
gallons could be manufactured annually. 


The suitability of alcohol as a power 


producer in internal combustion engines 
has been proved by a series of tests con- 
ducted by the United States bureau oC 
mines and the higher efficiency of alcohol 
compared to gasoline is due to tlie fol- 
lowing causes: 


1. The valume of air required Cor com- 


plete combustion of alcohol is only about 
one-third that required by gasoline, and 
thus much less energy goes away in th« 
exhaust. Moreover, this smaller dilution 
with air enables a more perfect mixture 
to be former with consequent more per- 
fect combustion. 


2. 
The alcohol-air 
mixture can ho 


safely subjected 
to pressures 
of 200 


pounds per square inch without spontane- 
ous ignition, whereas the safety limit for 
gasoline is SO. 


3. All mixtures of alcohol and air con- 


taining from 4 to 13.6 per cent of alcohol 
are explosive, 
whereas the 
explosive 


range for gasoline is from 2 to 5 per cent, 
necessitating much 
more careful car- 


buretor adjustment. 


4. The combustion products of alcohol 


are smokeless, almost odorlesls. and do 
not clog up the cylinders and valves. 


The only serious difficulty encountered 


would be the starting of the engine in 
cold weather and this could be provided 
'for by carrying a small auxiliary gasoline 
tank to be used In starting.

The difficulty .in diagnosing the dis- 
ease has been the greatest obstacle 
science has ha,.d to contend -with in 
fights against this dreadful disease 
which has cost thousands of young 
lives and left thousands of children 
crippled when their lives were not 
taken.

PEACE MOVE BLOW TO 


Flowery Kingdom's Boom is 


Shown to Be Result 


of the War. 


Tokio, Dec. 15.—(Correspondence of 


the Associated Press.—The peace move 
of the central powers was followed in 
Japan by a sudden and general busi- 
ness depression, which showed to what 
extent the industrial boom 
in 
this 


country is tho result of the war. 
En- 


terprises devoted to furnishing sup- 
plies to the entente allies and shipping 
shares was so affected that the whole 
market dropped and the directors 
closed the exchange for several days. 
Buyers on a margin were forced to 
abandon the market altogether and 
there were considerable unloading re- 
gardless of values. It is felt that many j 
stocks under the war influence had 
reached a stage of inflation and invest- 
ors believe that after the atmosphere 
is cleared prices will return to a nor- 
mal stage. 


Addressing the metropolitan bank- 


ers. Premier Count Terauchi. referring 
to the German peace proposal, and to 
the temporary panic caused in, eco- 
nomic circles, expressed the opinion 
that the present time is by no means 
opportune for the entente powers to 


conclude peace and that they would 
not lay aside arms and stop hostilities 
until they have attained their object. 
He continued: "The situation has fa- 
vored the commerce and industry of 
the empire. This will last till the ter- 
mination of the war. but in order to 
secure a permanent guarantee of com- 
mercial and industrial prosperity, ef- 
forts must be made to consider meas- 
ures for post-bellum arrangements. 
Efforts must be made to enhance the 
credit of domestic manufacturers and 
to develop a permanent market in 
foreign lands." 


The Japanese press was practically 


unanimous in the opinion that the 
IJeace proposition of the central pow- 
ers was not sincere and expressed the 
belief that it had been forced on Ger- 
many by internal conditions. Speak- 
ing of Japanese terms at a possible 


( peace conference, the newspapers de- 
i clared that Japan would never agree 
j to the return of Kiao-Chow to Qer- 
I many and to the restoration of a Ger- 


man naval base on the coast of China.

Albion Lawmaker in Critical 


State from Pneumonia 


at Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 22.—Senator Wil- 


liam T. Greene of Albion, Ind., Is at 
the Methodist 
hospital critically ill 


from pneumonia. 
Mrs. Greene, who 


was visiting relatives 
in Richmond, 


Ind.. was called to his bedside, arriv- 
ing yesterday afternoon. His son, Dr. 
T. B. Greene of Albion, arrived last 
night. 


Dr. Charles R. Sowdcr, who is at- 


tending Senator Greene, in a statement 
last night said: 


"Senator Greene is In a serious con- 


dition. 
He is suffering from Jobar 


pneumonia in an acute form. He is 
resting easier than when first seized. 
The affliction is In the lower portion 
of the loft lung, and there is a irace 
of bronchial pneumonia in the pos- 
terior portion of the right lung. His 
temperature is 103 and his respiration 
30, about twelve above normal." 


Senator Qrcene. who is a physician, 


became ill Friday evening and went 
to the hospital about noon Saturday. 
He was much depressed and seemed to 
know his condition was critical. Un- 
der most favorable conditions. It will 
be fourteen days before he ean leave 
the hospital. 
We feel that he will 


recover, unless something more seri- 
ous develops. His heart action is ex- 
cellent, and that is in his favor." 


With the senate equally divided as 


to political strength, the absence of 
Senator Greene may cause a long de- 
lay, or may defeat some of the most 
important measures pending, includ- 
ing the 
suffrage 
measure 
and the 


state-wide prohibition bill. On legis-
